Premier Khrushchev today made an tant an- 
nouncement. He stated that the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics was dedicated to peace. Khru- 
shchev said that, as of June J, all Russian and East 
German military personnel and weapons would be 
withdrawn from Berlin, leaving only ordinary 
police; he invited inspection by our authorities and 
requested reciprocation in kind. The Russian leader 
stated that if this step were matched, on Septem- 
ber 1 Russian forces in East Germany would be 
reduced by half; equivalent reductions would be 
expected fram the West, he said. 

Today Senator Stone's motion for achment of 
the President was resoundingly defeated, by a vote 
of 78 to 22. Immediately the President thanked 
Congress for its support and promised to continue 
working for peace with security. Meanwhile, en- 
tirely without fanfare, the Soviet Union today re- 
leased a 4,000-page document in Russian, English, 
French, and Chinese detailing medical information 
on man-in-space. Nehru's Hying neutralist team ar- 
rived in Peking this morning: they were greeted 
with a mammoth demonstration of flag-waving ci- 
vilians and marching soldiers. Mao demanded that 
the Soviet Union stand firm against the blandish- 
ments of the “Paper Tiger.” 

An Allied inspection team today verified the removal 
of Soviet and East German military personnel from 
East Berlin. The President announced that, 
agreements previously arrived at with Great Britain 
and France, Allied military personnel were already 
moving from West Berlin, and he invited reciprocal 
Soviet inspection. The President also announced 
today that at the next convening of the General 
Assembly of the UN on September 20, our delega- 
tion would move the seating of Red China; he re- 
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quested that Communist China reciprocate by for- 
mally acknowledging the existence and independ- 
ence of Taiwan as a separate state; he reasserted 
the willingness of the United States to entertain 
diplomatic exchange with China and requested re- 
moval of their restrictions on travel by U.S. na- 
tionals, The Soviet Union has still made no comment 
on providing technicians for the Congo and other 
“have-not” countries under UN auspices. However, 
a Soviet trade commission arrived today in New 
York. | 
Chancellor Adenawer today complained bitterly that 
the United States, with the assistance of France and 
Great Britain, was “sacrificing all hopes for a strong 
amd unified Germany on the altar of appeasement 
to Communism.” Meanwhile, in Washington, Con- 
eressman Steele demanded an investigation of the 
Arms Control and Disarmament Agency to deter- 
mine if it was secretly plotting surrender of our 
country to Communism by appeasement and dis- 
armament; the Congressman hinted that known 
Communists and fellow travelers were in high 
places in the Agency. But from the White House 
came announcement of two more steps in the Presi- 
dent's “March Toward Peace.” On September 15 
our remaining bases in Japan will be publicly de- 
niclearized: UN, Russian, and Chinese observers 
have been invited to inspect and verify this action; 
reciprocation is invited, but left open-ended as to 
form. On September 1, in response to Soviet initia- 
tives, West Germany will be denuclearized, under 
public observation, but NATO conventional forces 
will not be reduced at this time.
